breast cancer rehabilitation, and therapy for 
osteoporosis, incontinence, female athletes, 
and more. Treatment options include edu- 
cation, exercise, manual therapy, modali- 


ties, and bracing. 


In the first six months of this year, the 
facility served 185 women’s health pa- L- 
tients, up from 82 in all of 2003. Patients 
are being referred from physicians through- 
out the area, including 48 percent coming 
from Charlevoix physicians, 47 percent 
from Petoskey physicians, and the balance 
from physicians in Boyne City, Wolverine, 


and Cheboygan. 


“We already have one of the premier 
programs in Women’s Health,” Banner 
said, noting that even in large hospitals 
there’s often only one therapist on staff 
trained in women’s health issues. Prior to 
the availability of the program in Boyne, 
patients were being sent to Ann Arbor to 
receive treatment from the nearest avail- 
able program. The offerings in Boyne, 
Banner said, make it a unique facility that 
can service patients from throughout the 


region. 


Space, however, is the limiting factor at 
this point. Therapists at Boyne Rehab have 
made the most of the space they have, Ban- 
ner notes, including converting office space 
into treatment space, and combining things
